c) . obtaining SSDI for the disabled individual as a result of the filing of the claim 
with the SSA; 

d) . verifying , by th e s e rvic e prov i d e r, that the disabled individual's deposit 
account has sufficient funds to cover a withdrawal of the at least a portion of the 
predetermined amount of overpaid benefits after a direct deposit of the SSDI by the 
SSA into the individual's deposit account ; 
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e) . recovering from the deposit account, by a computer of th e s e rv i c e provider , at 
least a portion of the predetermined amount of overpaid benefits previously provided to 
the disabled person by the third party aft o r th e d e pos i t of SSD I by th e SSA i n th e 
d i sab le d i nd i v i dua l 's d e pos i t account ; 

f) . providing the third party with access to an interactive computer program of th e 
s e rv i c e prov i d e r wherein the interactive computer program rftoll enables the third party

16. (Currently amended) A data processing system for managing an 
overpayment recovery service prov i ded performed by a service provider for recovery of 
an overpaid benefit from a disabled individual previously paid by a third party, 
comprising: 

a computer processor for processing data; and 

computer readable media containing computer software configured to perform 
data processing functions comprising: 

a). determining if the disabled individual qualifies to receive Social 
Security disability insurance benefits (SSDI) from the Social Security 
Administration (SSA); 
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b) . enabling the service provider to file a claim for SSDI with the SSA 
on behalf of the disabled individual; 

c) . allowing access by to a third party to a database of th e s e rv i c e 
prov i d e r containing information regarding the progress of the recovery service t© 
enable wherein the database allows the third party to mon i tor obtain information 
on the progress of the claim for SSDI and receipt of an award of SSDI from the 
SSA; and 

d) . v e r i fy i ng that a d e posit account of th e d i sab le d i nd i v i dual has

35. (New) The method of claim 1 wherein the step of providing the third party 
with access to an interactive computer program further comprises allowing access to an 
interactive computer program through a website. 
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
